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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL. 


V'N conformity with the Constitution of the Society, the Council 
I have now to present to the members their thirty-eighth 
y Annual Report on the financial and general condition of the 

Institute, and its progress during the past year. 

Members.—Five new members have been elected during the 
year, a number considerably below the average. On the other 
hand, twelve names have been withdrawn from the roll—one from 
death, six from resignation, and five from non-payment of sub¬ 
scription for more than two consecutive years. There has thus 
been a net decrease of seven, the total number of members at the 
present time being 153. The Council regret to announce the 
death of Mr. L. 1). Nathan, who has been connected with the 
Institute for more than twenty-five years, and who has always 
been a liberal supporter of its interests. The Council have also to 
express their regret at the decease of Captain F. W. Hutton, the 
President of the New Zealand Institute. Captain Hutton has 
been a most active and zealous supporter of the Institute from 
the time of its formation in 1868, every volume of the Transactions 
containing papers or other communications from his pen. In con¬ 
junction with the late Mr. Justice Gillies he materially aided in the 
formation of this branch of the Institute, and although circum¬ 
stances led to his early removal from Auckland, he always retained 
his interest in its progress. The Council are anxious to express 
their recognition of the many services which he has rendered to 
the cause of science in New Zealand, and their appreciation of the 
originality and high character of his work. 

Finance.—Full information respecting the financial position 
of the Institute is given in the Balance-sheets appended to this 
Report, but the following explanatory remarks will doubtless be 
useful to the members. The gross total revenue of the Working 
Account has been £1,232 5s. Id. Deducting from this sum two 
exceptional items of £150 received on account of the Mackechnie 
Bequest for the purchase of groups of large animals, and £100 an 
advance from the Investment Account towards defraying the cost 
of erecting the Maori House, it will be seen that the ordinary 
revenue has been £982 5s. Id., being an increase of £24 3s. on the 
receipts for the previous year. Examining the separate items, it 
will be observed that the invested funds of the Costley Bequest 
have yielded £342 Is. 3d., as against £371 19s. for the previous 
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year. The Museum Endowment, in rents and interest, has coir 
tributed £351 9s. lid., being an increase of £11 4s. Id. on the 
amount for 1904-1905. £134 10s. 6d. have been transferred from 
the Mackechnie Library Bequest Account for the purchase of books, 
and £117 12s. have been derived from members’ subscriptions. 
The total expenditure has been £1,174 Is. 5d., but this includes 
two exceptional items of £127 14s. lOd. paid on account of 
groups of mammals, and £115 Is. 9d. for the erection of the Maori 
House. The credit balance at the Bank of New Zealand at the 
present time is £58 3s. Sd. The Council have no change to report 
with respect to the invested funds of the Institute, the total 
amount of which, £16,263 Is. 8d., is the same as last year. Prac¬ 
tically the whole of this sum is invested in mortgage on freehold 
securities, or in Government or Municipal Debentures. 

The Museum Endowment. —There is but little to report 
under this head. The interest on the various investments has been 
regularly paid, and from time to time the Crown Lands Board have 
handed over the rents of those endowments which are leased. The 
Council regret that there are several allotments in country town¬ 
ships which are apparently unsaleable, and from which no revenue 
is being obtained.

Museum.— With the exception of a short period devoted to 
cleaning and re-arrangement, the Museum has been open daily to 
the public during the year. The attendance of visitors has been 
most satisfactory, and is the largest yet recorded. The register 
kept by the Janitor shows that on Sunday afternoons 20,440 visi¬ 
tors entered the building, being an average of 393 for each Sunday. 
The greatest attendance was 818 on June 11th, the smallest 157 on 
October 27th. On the seven principal holidays—New Year’s Day, 
January 2nd. Regatta Day, Good Friday, Easter Monday, King’s 
Birthday, and Boxing Day—the number of visitors was 2583, or an 
average of 369. On ordinary week days the visitors can only be 
occasionally counted ; and the attendance fluctuates so much that 
it is not easy to form a reliable estimate, but it is believed that the 
average daily attendance can be safely given at 125. This would 
make a total of 38,252 for week-days, or of 61,275 for the whole 
year. Last year the attendance was estimated at 46,285. It is 
worthy of remark that the number of visitors during the three 
hours the Museum is open on Sunday is quite half the total 
attendance for the remainder of the week. 

At the last annual meeting the Council announced the comple¬ 
tion of the new building erected out of the grant of £1000 voted 
by Parliament. The major part of the addition is intended to re¬ 
ceive the Maori House Kangitihi, the carved work of which has 
been in the possession of the Museum for some years. Fair pro¬ 
gress has been made with the erection of the house itself. The 
elaborately carved side-posts have all been set up, and the frame¬ 
work of the roof completed, the rafters having been painted by 
Maoris from old designs kindly lent by Mr. C. E. Nelson. A large 
supply of Kakaho, or reeds, has been obtained for the lining of the 
roof, and many other preparations made. But for the unfortunate 
destruction of the reed-work panels by fire at Rotorua, where they 
were being prepared, the house would have been well advanced to¬ 
wards completion. The Council trust, however, that it may yet be 
finished before the coming winter. 

The second group of large stuffed animals provided for by the 
Mackechnie Bequest has been received during the year and placed 
on exhibition. It consists of a male and female tiger and leopard, 
and forms a most attractive addition to the Main Hall. The third 
group, consisting of a Polar bear and three musk oxen—male, 
female, and young—is now on its way from England, and will 
arrive in a few weeks. A fourth group is being prepared, and will 
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probably arrive before the end of the year. The two groups at 
present exhibited have attracted considerable attention, and aie no 
doubt responsible for a laige proportion of the increased number of 
visitors to the Museum. 

A considerable amount of work has been clone in the Museum 
during the year. The rearrangement of the Maori Collection, 
mentioned in the last report, has been completed, and the whole of 
the exhibits entered in the detailed catalogue of the Museum now 
in course of preparation. The whole of the Polynesian ethno¬ 
graphical collections have been examined, catalogued, and a series 
selected for exhibition. The various articles have been carefully 
mounted and labelled, and have been placed in a range of show¬ 
cases along one side of a new hall intended to accommodate the 
foreign ethnographical collections. The collection of foreign Yer- 
tebrata exhibited in the Main Hall has been completely overhauled, 
the show-cases cleaned and painted, and the specimens cleaned and 
catalogued. The duplicate collections of Mollusca, both New Zea¬ 
land and foreign, have been re-arranged and packed in a form more 
convenient for consultation. 

A full list of all additions and donations to the Museum is 
appended to the report, but the following deserve special mention : 

(1) A collection of 4000 Australian and Asiatic Coleoptera and 
Ilemiptera, contained in fourteen store boxes, presented by Mr. 
Nicholas Atkin, now of Sydney, but a former resident of Auckland; 

(2) A large plate-glass show-case containing 35 birds and mammals, 
mainly from Canada, presented by Mrs. Wigmore ; (3) several of 
the remarkable carvings made by the Chatham Islanders or Mori¬ 
ons on the trunks of Ivaraka trees, forwarded by Mr. F. A. D. Cox, 
of the Chatham Islands : (4) Several interesting Maori articles 
presented by Messrs. G. Graham, R. Semadeni, and Capt. G. Mair 

Library.—The increased revenue now derived by the Library 
from the special bequest of £2.000 made by the late Mrs. 

'► Mackechnie, has enabled the Council to order three consignments 

of books from their London agent. Two of these, containing about 
70 volumes, have been received, and the third is now on its way 
from England. A full list of all books received will be found in 
the Appendix. In addition to the purchase of books, a large ex¬ 
penditure has been incurred in binding scientific journals, 
publications of societies, etc.: over 60 volumes having been added 
to the Library from that source alone. The scientific periodicals 
and magazines subscribed to by the Institute, a list of which 
appears in another part of the Report, have been regularly received, 
and to some extent circulated amongst the members. The Council 
have also to acknowledge the receipt of the usual exchanges and 
presentations from foreign societies, together with a few donations 
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from private individuals. The question of additional accommoda¬ 
tion for the Library now urgently requires consideration. The 
existing shelf-room is now nearly all occupied, and although the 
capacity of the room could be largely increased by introducing 
transverse presses, such a course would at once prevent the use of 
the room for the meetings of the Institute. 

Before concluding the report the Council desire to convey the 
thanks of the Institute to the numerous donors to the Museum and 
Library whose names are mentioned in the appended lists. They 
also wish to tender the special thanks of the Society to the Tyser 
S.S. Co. and the New Zealand Shipping Company for the free 
carriage of the groups of mammals obtained under the Mackechnie 
Bequest. The thanks of the Institute are also due to Mr. C. E. 
Nelson for his kindness in supervising the construction of various 
carvings and other material required for the completion of the 
Maori House, and for much valuable advice connected therewith.
